"The most our experts bava accom- 
plished is to discover 'what France has with- 
out be! ni; able to produce it. If er most im- 
portant sei'iet is melinite, the mo le of whoso 
manufacture hiis not liwu discovered, -^ave 
that our experts assure theiii.selves that ni- 
tri>gl)ceriiie or picric acid is its chief ele- 
ment It has all the way from five to ten 
times the force of gunfKiwder. It is more 
forceful even than gun cotton, with the ad- 
vantage of being safely handle I iiiul of ex- 
ploding with sufTlcieut delilKTalion for use 
in Iar;.;e giin.'i. 

Her wonderful shell also it one that bas de- 
fled thus far all efforts to duplicate it So 
we have done the next best thing, and laid 
in a stock of all sizes up to eight inches at 
Woolwich. It is called the Firming shell, 
which, with melinite behind it, has been sent 
through mixed iron and steel twenty inctoa 
in thickness, and coma out with ita potot un- 
blunte<l. The secret liea in tempering them, 
and, since many araapoiled in the operation, 
they cost us a shilling a pound.

What Was Done at the Mass Meet- 
ing of the Free Turnpikers. 



The mass meeting at the court house 
yesterday afternoon in the interest of 
free turnpikes hroiiifht t')i:Ht*ier a consid- 
erable crowd, but tbe attendance was not 
qaite aalargeas had been espected. Tbe 

fltiitfiiKMit was made that the parties liv- 
ing along the route of the Middle Trace 
road were all in favor of the movement, 
and the rain and tobacco season nodoubt 
kept many away who otherwise would 
have been on hand. 

The meeting was called to order at 2 
o'clock. On motion of Judge Goons, Col- 
onel Charles A. Marshall, of Washing- 
ton, was elected chairman. Hawthorne 
Hill, W. P. Campbell and M. F. If arsh 
were chnRt ii hc( retarica, on notion of T. 
0. Campbell, Euq. 

A brief statement was then made by T. 
C. Campbell, E'Tj , of what had been done 
by the parties iutert stt'd— the cltiiens of 
Maysvillehad subscribed $1,076; they had 
bought the MiddleTrace Turnpike (North- 
ern Division); they hail secured an appro- 
priation of $2,500 from the Court of 
Claims to aid in placing the road in re- 
pair, then to be operated as a free pike, 
as an exjieriinent to see how the plan 
would work. Three hundred dollars of 
tbe appropriation made by the county 
had been exiicinlcd, Imt tli" oi)ni)):iny 
bad been enjoined from using tlie rest of 
it by Colonel Baldwin, Mr. C. B. Pearce, 
the May.sviilft and I.cxiri^ton and the 
Maysville and Mt.i>terling turnpike com- 
paniea. No matter how tbis aoit might 
be finally settled, it would be a year at 
l^BSt, probably much longer, before the 
money could be had, if at all. The work 
of repairing had been stopped, and the 
object of the meeting was' to see whether 
$2,500 could not be raised byanbacription. 
The people along the roate were as much 
intereeted as tbe citisens of Maysville. 
He for ono was ready to double his sub- 
scription. If the $2,500 could be raised, 
and the iajnnctlon waa dissolved, then 
the money from the county could be used 
in extending tbe road tb connect with tbe 
Lewiabnrg and Mayslick pike. 

County Clerk Ball followed Mr. Camp- 
bell, briefly. He said it was a mistaken 
Idea on the part of some neople that they 
were acting through any spirit of ill will 
towards tbe stockholders of the big turn- 
pike corporations. Maysville and Mason 
County were much intereeted in estab- 
lishing a system of free pikes, and the 
present movement was an experiment or 
move in that direction. He thought it 
best to appoint a committee to solict sub- 
scriptions and see what could be done 
towarda raising the needed money. 

Mr. Campbell then stated that the Jer- 
sey Ridge pike was free of tolls. It was 
a short road and the people along the 
ronte kept It op by paying 10 eenta an 
acre every year. 

Colonel Marshall then spoke for a few 
m i nutee. He said there were a few main 
roads running into this city and tbe small 
pikes constructed in tbe county had ben- 
efitted the owneia of these main lines as 
much if not more than anybody else, and 
if tbe county now saw fit to appropriate 
a small sum to place one of these small 
roads in repair he didn't think tbe big 
corporations ought to object. He could 
not say, however, just how far he was 
in favor of free pikee. If they cost 
no more than the present system of toll 
roads then he was in for them. The 
farmers didn't want to be bothered with 
gatea. He was satisfied the people alona 
the route of the Middle Trace pike were 
willing to pay at the rate of 10 cents an 
acre per year to keep it up as a free road. 

At the conclusion of the retnarkH, 
Messrs. George Wood, A. 14. Gi.i^cock, 
Rohcrt Hunter, .lames N. Kirk, W. W. 
I{all, C.)lonel Frank S. Owens and John 
T. Parker were appointed a committee to 
Bolicit subscriptions to the $2,500 needed, 
and tbe meeting adjourned till Saturday 
afternoon, June 23rd, at 8 o'clock.
